Washington, January 21.—(Special.) 
Republican politicians of the “stand 
pat” school are dazed over the trend 
of sentiment away from President Taft. 
A few weeks ago they claimed that 
the president could force his own nom- 
ination if he wished. Today they are 
not so sure. In fact, the supporters of 
the administration are exceedingly 
fearful of the future. Senator Cum- 
mins’ entrance into the arena on yes- 
terday in opposition to his friend and 
fellow-progressive, Senator La Follette, 
has been construed to mean division in 
the ranks of the progressives. 

On the contrary, there is every indi- 
cation that it méans a very vigorous 
and united fight. on the part of the 
progressives against the renomination 
of President Taft and in favor of 
whichever progressive candidate can 
develop the most strength, and that 
man is conceded to be Roosevelt. 

Roosevelt Strong in South. 

Only Roosevelt can break Taft’s hold 
upon the big block of southern dele- 
gates. In all the computations being 
made on the control of the next repub- 
lican national convention, the southern 
republicans have been conceded to the

the “band wagon. Tley must pick a 
winner every time.

Savannah, Ga., January 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Wanted in Philadelphia for em- 
bezzling about $8,000 from the Trust 
Company of North America, where he 
was assistant paying teller, Walter At- 
wood Snowden, alias John C. Wilson, 
Was arrested here today by Motor- 
cycle Patrolman McAcy. -As Wilson 
he was a club member here and 
moved in the best circles. 

The Burns detective agency has 
been after Snowden or Wilson, as 
he is known in Savannah since he 
left Philadelphia on July 28, taking 
with him about $4,000 of the bank’s 
money. A representative of the agency 
has been in Savannah several days. Wil- 
son Was arrested just as he left his 
boarding house, where he has been 
staying since coming to Savannah. in 
September. The house was watched 
all Saturday night by a patrolman, 
but Wilson had not returned up to 
4 o’clock Sunday morning. 

Snowden has confessed and is wil- 
ling to return without requisition pa- 
pers. The Burns man wants to take 
Snowden back to Philadelphia at once 
but he will be held by the local po- 
lice until the Philadelphia police au- 
thorize his delivery to the detective. 

Since coming to Savannah, Snowden 
has gone in the best circles. He has 
not worked since coming to Savannah, 
but was, always. plentifully supplied 
with money. When arrested he had 
less than a dollar and this he de- 
Clares is all that is left of the money. 

Snowden is 25 years old and mar- 
ried. He is a member of ‘a. promi- 
nent Phiadelphia family, and when he 
disappeared last July and the short- 
age in his accounts was discovered 
shortly afterwards, it created quite 
in that city.

Georgia District. 


Washington, D. C., January 21— 
(Special)—Col. L. F. Livingston, for 
20 years the representative of the fifth 
Georgia district in congress, and one 
of the most picturesque figures in 
Waghington political life of the past 
generation, is desperately ill in this 
city. 

The annoyncement that “Uncle Lon” 
is believed to be dying will bring re- 
gret to thousands of his fellow 
Georgians. 

For two decades he was one of the 
most Conspicuous figures in Georgia’s 
political life. In the days of the old 
Farmers’ Alliance, in the free silver 
fight of 1896, and later for his work as 
dean of the Georgia congressional del- 
egation and ranking democrat on the 
appropriations committee of the house, 
he bore a Man’s part. 

Before that he was a soldier in the 
Confederate army and was with his 
regiment at the battle of Atlanta. 

He is now 80 years of age, and the 
victim of general decline. In the hope 
of gaining relief, he came to Wash- 
ington to consult his former physi- 
cian, Dr. W. M. Sprigg, and. has been 
under the latter's care for three weeks. 

For the past several days he has 
weaker, and 
his family has been telegraphed to 
come to his bedside. The patient is 
being given powerful heart stimulants 
hourly and it is feared the end igs not 
far off. Bob Livingston, his son, is 
a traveling agent of the department 
of commerce and labor and is now in 
North Carolina. The other miembers 
of the family are at the home place 
in Kings, Ga.

Pekin, January 21.—A special train 
has been held in readiness since Fri- 
day to take Yuan Shi Kai to Tien 
Tsin. It was. evidently the premier’s 
plan to transfer the provisional capi- 
tal to that. city, 
from Manchus was slight. Apparently 
he intended to escape from Pekin as 
soon as the edict of abdication was 
signed, but the reactionary princes 
gained: the upper hand - temporarily 
and prevented the issuance of the 
edict. 

Meantime the republican ultimatum 
arrived, and resulted in a considerable 
change of program. This -ultimatum 
demanded the abdication of the 
throne and the surrender of the sot- 
ereign powers, and set forth the re- 
fusal of the republicans to permit 
Yuan Shi Kai to- participate in.the 
provisional government until the re- 
public had been recognized. by the for- 
eign powers and the country restored 
to peace. ' 

Yaan Demands Abétenites. 


Premier Yuan may still have need | 


of the special train, because it is .ex- 
peeted he will refuse to carry onthe 
government at Pekin without abdica- 
tion, after which he and lgis troops 
wil Ibe subject to the gravest Manchus 
hostility. The ex-war minister, Yin- 
Tchang, and the ex-president of the 
board of war, Tieh Liang, are men- 
tioned as posstble successors to Yuan 
Shi Kai. Both are Manchus,~ and, 
therefore, 
either of them it would be a breach 
of one of .the nineteen constitutional 
pledges, but national exigencies might. 
be considered a substantial excuse for 
such action. 

Many. of. the Chinese ieoobe are at 
present loyal to Yuan Shi Kat. 
not doubted that his attitude would be 
republican if he resigned. The Man- 
chus and their mongols would then 
be left without support. Another 
meeting of the princes of the imperial 
clan will. be held tomorrow. Those 
favoring abdication will probably be 
absent themselves, so that it is diffi- 
cult to see how a definite decision can 
be reached. Those who desire to con- 
tinue the fighting, for the most part, 
have nothing to lose. Prince Ching, 
the ex-premier, evidently does not in- 
tend to spend his wealth in supporting 
armies which may not be victorious. 
Ching has received many threats from 
Manchu soldiers. It is said that one of 
them warned him not to dare to es- 
cape. , 

Deserting_ Pekin. 

Prominent Manchus and Chinese are 
Gcserting Pekin hastily with their 
families and seeking safety fn the 
foreign settlements at Tien Tsin, 
Tsing-Tau and elsewhere. The foreign 
representatives have not yet assem- 
bled tu discuss measures against the 


fulfillment of the republican ultima- 
f tum, although several of them antici- 


pate that intervention wili sooner or 
later be forced upon them.

Washington, January 21.—Promoters 
of fraudulent schemes who had ob- 
tained $77,000,000 from the public were 
put out of business during the fiscal 
year ended June 30 last, according to 
the annual report of Robert S. Sharp, 
chief inspector of the postoffice de- 
partment, issued today. Inis showing 
is the most remarkable in the history 
of the department. During. the fiscal 
year 529 individuals were indicted on 
the charge of using the mails in fur- 
therance of schemes to defraud. Of 
this number, 196 persons were tried 
and 184 convicted. The schemes in- 


1 vestigated were of endless variety, va- 


rying, as the report indicates, “from 
the simplest- business transaction to a 
gigantic project involving the sale of 
worthless stock in fake mining com- 
panies, and imaginary and fictitious 
institutions existing only on paper or 
in the minds-of the’ promoters.” 
Multiplicity of Schemes. 

In discussing the multiplicity © of 
schemes .to defraud the people, Chief 
Inspector Sharp says: 

“The determination to bring. these 
promoters into court and obtain prison 
sentences.against them has proved ex- 
ceedingly successful. In no instance, 
as far’ as known to this office, has 
a person convicted .on a criminal 
charge of this character attempted .to 
reorganize his scheme under a new 
name, as vas often. the case--where 
fraud orders alone were resorted to. 
The result of the year’s work has de- 
veloped the fact that these fake mna- 
nipulators are gq distinct class of crim- 
inals; some of them 'moving.in the 
highest social and business circles, but

The policy of the department, Mr, 
Sharp points out, “has been to crush 
out the strong and powerful criminals 
who have grown rich at the game.” 
This plan has served to eliminate the 
speculators. 

Inspector Sharp suggests it is “es- 
sential for portection of the public 
that additional legislation be enacted 
which will prevent swindlers from car- 
rying on their operations ih the bord- 
erland between legitimate undertak- 
ings and criminal schemes.” +

made, of which 429 were postoffice 
burglaries.

Democratic Revision Bill Be- 
fore House This Week, 


Introduction of Measure Will 
Mark Beginning of Tariff 
Fight Which Will Continue 
for Months—Both Houses 
Have Shown Lethargy. 


Washington, . January 21.—Stee! 
tariff revision will occupy the center 
of the stage in the house this week 
and the long expected tariff fight will 
be on for months. Both houses of 
congress have shown marked lethargy 
in their work, the idea apparently 
being to head off miscellaneous leg- 
islation so as to leave the field clear 
for tariff, Panama canal appropria- 
tions and other questions that must 
be acted upon at this session. The 
Senate has been disposed so far to 
take up only the pending arbitration 
treaties with Great Britain and France 
and no limit has yet been set for the 
discussion along this line. 

Republicans Complain. 

Republican representatives already 
have complained that the tariff re- 
vision program has been delayed de- 
liberately for political purposes and 
that the democrats are figuring on 
keeping congress in session beyond 
the dates of the national conventions, 
SO as to conduct the democratic cam- 
paign largely on the floor of the 
house. Democratic leaders, particu- 
larly Chairman Underwood of _ the 
ways and means committee, say 
plans revising the important schedules 
have progressed as rapidly as possi- 
ble and that the revised iron and steel 
schedule is all that the committee has 
been able to prepare despite the fact 
that the convention has been work- 
ing day and night. 

The iron and steel schedule revision 
will be submitted Tuesday afternoon 
to a caucus of the democratic repre- 
sentatives for ratification. Mr. Under- 
wood said today that he believed the 
caucus would approve it, that the bill 
may be presented to the full member- 
ship of the ways and means commit- 
tee immediately and that the real 
tariff tinkering in the house might 
begin by Wednesday, when he expects 
to call up the measure. It is barely 
possible, however, «that these dates 
may be changed to later in the week. 

The revised schedule will put iron 
ore on the free list, will cut the tariff 
on unwWwrought iron and steel by 50 
per cent and will make reductions 
ranging upward from 30 per cent on 
manufactures of steel, the lower re- 
ductions applying to articles requiring 
skilled labor. 

Busy Day In Congress, 

Tomorrow will be a busy day in con- 
gress. President Farrell and J. A. 
Reed, counsel for Andrew Carnegie, 
will testify before the house commit- 
tee on “steel trust’’ affairs. The re- 
port on the Wiley pure food contro- 
versy will be submitted to the house. 
Senator Lorimer will resume his de- 
fense before the elections investigating 
committee. The senate committee on 
pensions will take up the big service 
pension measure and Attorney General 
Wickersham will discuss the so-called 
“tobacco trust” before the senate com- 
mittee on judiciary. 

Senator Bryan of Florida will speak 
tomorrow in opposition to pending 
pension general legislation. 

Hearings on a resolution to investi- 
gate the financial situation of the 
country, with particular reference to 
the evistence of a money trust, will 
be held this week. 

$16,000,000 Building Bill. 

The decision of the house committee 
on public buildings to report a $16,- 
000,000 omnibus public building bill 
and the recent decision of the house 
committee on rivers and harbors to 
report a general river and harbor bill, 
both measures popularly known for 
years as “pork barrels’ in the inter- 
est of congressional constituencies and 
both decided upon against the protest 
of the democratic leaders, probably 
will result soon in a democratic cau- 
cus on economy. This will be with a 
view to heading off these measures 
from a fight on the floor of the house 
and to Keep the expenditures of the 
house within reasonable limit.

Referring to his challenge to Detec- 
tive Burns, and his sponsors, to prove 
in a court of law any charge which 
either or all of them may bring 
against him, President Gompers, ad- 
dressing Mr. Heyburn, continues: 

“l now and ‘here include you and 
I defy you and challenge you to pro- 
duce in a court of law any such evi- 
dence. You will observe that I spe- 
cifically state ‘in a court of law,’ rath- 
er than under the constitution pro- 
tection which surrounds you to wag 
your unbridled tongue in indirection 
and insinuation.” 

After declaring that he has been 
citizen of the United States since 1872, 
President Gompers says in conclusion: 

“There is nothing which Senator 
Heyburn can say which will at all re-

His work is part 
of the bureau's broad investigation 
into the composition, heat value and 
utility of the various mineral fuels of 
the country. 

The parts of this 
peat is most abundant are relatively 
remote from the coal fields, Mr. Davis 
in a report on the subject. This) 
regarded as an important economic! 
consideration. Comparing peat with 
coal, the former Mr. Davis says, could 
be produced with less danger and 
thuch more cheaply than coal. As to 
heating power, peat would be more 
economical for “two tons of peat doubt- 
less coulq be bougM@t for the same 
price as one ton of coal and even the 
best coals do not have twice the heat- 
ing value, pound for pound, of good 
fuel peat.”

City License Inspector Also 
Favors Designating Mar- 
ket Days. 


City License Inepector H. T. Hayes 
has been making a study of the mar- 
ket situation in Atlanta and- offers 
the following si egestions as a sclution 
Of the question: 

“That certain streets running east 
ard west be designated as market 
atreets. I would suggest Baker street 
cn the north between Ivy and Spring 
streets, Trifity 
between South Pryor and Forsyth 
streets, all convenient to connecting 
car lines. 

“That market days be Tuesday after- 
noon and Wednesday a. m., Friday af- 
ternoon and Saturday. Streets to be 
uieaned and flushed after 1 o'clock. 

“That peddlers of all kinds be al- 
lowed to locate, as well as “produc- 
ers,’ free of licerse. Peddlers in this 
sense means other thar “producers.” 

“That no peddlers be allowed to 
hawk their wares from street to 
street only on consent of the mayor 
and council, and then by petition only, 
or prohibit altogether. 

“By passing an ordinance to cover 
the above, and selecting the streets 
best availaTle for the market, it would 
then be in order for the police to no- 
tify all parties coming to town to sell 
38 to where they must locate. 

“This market business interferes 
only as far as perishable goods are 
concerened, or live fowls, and it will 
be to the best interest of everyone to 
have the grocery stores free of all 
vgetables, chickens, etc. It will put 
the consumer in direct touch with the, 
preducer and wi'] save the consumer 
considerable, besides allowing the pro- 
ducers a better price. It will also be 
an incentive to the producer to im- 
os ths quality cf everything he 
Drings in, as he will see his neigh- 
bors bringing in fresher and prettier 
eggs, better butter, as well as other 
produce, and he will be obliged to 
tring in only the best. Besides all 
this, protecticn ewill result as inspec- 
tion will be so much easier. The 
farmer should be allowed to bring in, 
cut up and sell any meat he may kill, 


upon inspecticn, 

“After doing all this, will the peo- 
Ple of Atlanta come out, bring their 
baskets and carry off their purchas- 
es? Evcrything depends on this.”

The deceased was a woman of strong 
character and © brilliant mentality. 
After the death of her husband, and 
the graduation of all her sons from 
college, she went upon a tour of the 
world, visifing many of the foreign 
countries.

lITALY AND FRANCE 


IN UGLY SNARL 


Seizure of F venue Steamer by 
Italian Warships Causes 
Trouble. 


21.—The gravity of 
the situation arising through the 
seizure of the French steamer Man- 
ouba, January 19, by Italian destroy- 
ers while on a voyase from Marseil- 
les to Tunis, has been increased by 
new facts which came to light today. 
It now appears that the captain of 
the Manaouba, which included among 
its passengers twenty-nine Turkish 
nurses of the Red Crescent Socieiv, 
only surrendered the Turks on orders 
from the French embassy at Rome. It 
had previously been reported that the 
captain had disembarked the Turks on 
his own initiative at Gagliari, in Sar- 
dina and was then permitted to leave 
the port. 

~The French foreign office declares 
that no such orders emanated from 
Paris, but that on the contrary, the 
consuls had been instructeg through 
the embassy to oppose all surrender. 
It is further stated that the question 
of the Turkish nurses on board the 
Manouba was discussed by Premier 
Poincare and the Italian ambassador, 
Signor Titlona, Wédnesday, the ani- 
bassador declaring that he was fully 
satisfied with the premier'’s promise 
that they should be subjecteg to rigid 
scrutiny at Tunis. 

The action of the French govern- 
ment in demanding the release of the 
Turks is approved throughout France 
as the only means af removing what 
otherwise would be an indelible stain 
on the French flag.

but his wonderful fielding has always kept at its heighth. During the past 
than any year he has ever been in the league.

STRIKE-OUT RECORDS 
AND BASES ON BALLS 


New York, January 21.—Official rec- 
ords of base on balls, strike-outs and 
first base on errors by teams in the 
National League during the season of 
1911, with individual figures in some 
cases, were made public today by 
Secretary John Heydler. 

National League pitchers, these sta- 
tistics show, gave 4,279 bases on balls. 
The St. Louis club led with 592; Chi- 
cago Was second with 585, and Cin- 
cinnati third with 578. Brooklyn was 
last with 425. Sheckard, of Chicago, 
led the league, having received 147 
passes in 156 - games. Bates and 
Bescher, of Cincinnati, follow with 
103 and 102, respectively. Sweeney led 
Boston, with 77; Devore had 81, Knabe 
94, Wagner and Byrne 67 each and 
Huggins 96, . 

There were 4,798 strike-outs divided 
among the eight clubs as follows: 

Brooklyn, 683; St. Louis, 650; Chicago, 
617; Cindinnati, 594; Philadelphia, 588: 
Pittsburg, 583; Boston, 577; New York, 


Coulson, of Brooklyn, and Bescher, 
of Cincinnati, led in this respect with 
78 strike-outs each. lLuderus struck 
out 76 times; Carey, 75; Devore, 69; 
Schulte, 68; Ingerton, 68, and Hauser, 
67.. Those who played in 130 games 
or over and had a low average of 
Sstrike-outs were Sweeney, 26; Tinker, 
ol; .Mitchell, 34; Larry Doyle, 39;

A new departure was the Keeping 
of ‘records showing the number of 
men reaching first base on_ errors.

Dr. Marion McH. Hull spoke inter- 
_. @pAingly on Bible study, declaring that 
'. it fs the object of the committee which 
: he heads to bring a knowleage of the 
Bible to every man in Atlanta. He 
outlined the methods to be pursued in 
. this work. : 

By attacking influences for evil 
which surround the boys of the com- 
munity, Philip Weltner, cnairman of 
the boys’ work committee, declared 
that he expects to bring every boy 
in the city to the Sunday school and 
the church. 

Community Extension Work, 

Wainer Dunson gave an interesting 
outline of the community extension 
work, which deals with labor and in- 
dustrial conditions. Twenty-two favc- 
tories, he said, have welcomed the 
movement, and the laborers and the 
employers in these shops will co- 
operate in holding weekly religious 
services In them. The committee will 
demonstrate, he said, to the laboring 
men of Atlanta that religion jig real, 
vital and necessary. 

A. B. Caldwell spoke for a few min- 
utes on the object of the committee 
on mission of the movement, and then 
J. ©. Logan, chairman of the social 
service committee, introduced _ the 
speaker of the day, Dr. :.ilmer. In 
his {introduction Mr. Logan paid an 
eloquent tribute to the minister, de- 
claring that while the committee had 
the entire country to choose from, it 
was unable to find a man tetter quali- 
fied to discuss social service than Dr. 
Wilmer. 

Dr. Wilmer’s. Sermon. 

Dr. Wilmer spoke in part as fol- 
lows: ; 

“The Men and Religion Forward 
Movement stands for the coming of 
the kingdom in all its fullness. It 
proposes to get as much of the king- 
dom of God into Atlanta as possible 
and to get more and muce of !t into 
Atlanta. At the cen .. | tie nove- 
ment stands evangelism: the effort to 
bring men into communion and fel- 
— . with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ. But radiating from tuat 
center will be all sorts of blessings 
to the citizens of Atlanta. 

“Some years ago, it having been 
Published in the papers that a re- 
vival that was just over 
Seven thousand dollars, a criticism 
was made that it. would have been 
better to have spent that sum. upon 
the poor of this city. That was fool- 
ish criticism because there is no real 
love for men in rating their stom- 
achs above their souls. But there was 
enough truth in the criticism to di- 
vide the aity against itself and leave 
men’s minds confused. The trouble 
was here: the souls t.at were being 
saved in that revival—I think I may 
now say it without giving offense— 
Were not being saved to the work 
that now constitutes the program of 
the Men and Religion Forward Move- 
ment. ' 

“Look at the present program as it 
is expressed tn the work of the sev- 
¢ral committees—social service, Bible 
study, evangelism, missions, boys’ 
work; and as the means of carrying 
out this program, publicity, communi- 
ty extension, auxiliary cities, eight 

ys’ campaign, finance committee to 
receive the free-will offerings of those 
Whose hearts God moves to help along 
the cause, and the conservation com- 
mittee, whose work it will be to for- 
mulate a plan, the result of our study, 
for each church and benevolent organ- 
ization to car on its work more in- 
telligently in the coming years. 


Secial Service. 


“T want to enquire, first of all, how 
such service stands related to the pro- 
gram that Christ left His church; and 
then speak in some detail of just what 
we want some of you to help to do. 

“I have spoken of the character of 
the Lord's prayer as a whole; let me 
now direct your attention to this par- 
ticular part of it: ‘Lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil.’

‘Choir Invisible,’ ana recommend the 
service of man, but without God and 
eternal life, the choir invisible will 
scon become the choir inaudible; there

Even the grossest materialist 
must meet Christ's question, ‘What 
shall it profit a/man to gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul?”

What would it profit a man to gain all 
the aft treasures of the world and 
lose his eyesight? 


Better Than Great Riches. 


“A little that the righteous hath {fs 
better than great riches of the un- 
godly; and Godliness is the only guar- 
antee of a more equitable divis- 
ion of this world’s goods. The foun- 
dation of all social reform is this: Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness and all these things 
shall be added unto you. 

“The church must seek not only to 
prevent the individual man from fall- 
ing into crime and to help the criminal 
when discharged from prison, but must 
seek the social causes of crime, and 
strive to correct them. The church 
must not only inculcate kindness to 
the indiivdual slave, but must stand 
for the abolition of slavery itself. The 
church must not only stand for kind- 
ness to the child worker in mines, 
manufacturtesr and on the streets sell. 
ing papers and carrying messages into 
all sorts of places and at all hours of 
the night, but must strive to bring 
about a condition of society in which 
the exploitation of children must be 
less and less necessary. 

The church must not only stand for 
sound health in order to fulfill the 
commands of Christ and the exhorta- 
tion of the Apostle, that we may pre- 
serve our bodies, minds and _§ 8pirits 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, but the church must con- 
cern itself with the conditions, indi- 
vidual and social which make for bad 
health, far badly Lorn bodies and bodies 
of stunted growth. 

“T plead, then, for both kinds of 
work; that which aims at external 
conditions that are favorable to 
righteousness and health; but also for 
that which aims at the inner life for 
conditions and condition. I plead, next 
ang lastly, then for co-operation be- 
tween these two sorts of workers. The

“Particularly is this true with ref- 
erence to dealing with the so-called 
social evil. Serious students of this 
great problem are coming to the con- 
clusion that the state, the city rather, 
need not and ought not to tolerate 
this evil. But I sound here a warn- 
ing to the churches; we must render

“We expect to draw much more 
largely from the surrounding towns, 
and'in fact from towns in other states, 
than we did last spring. As for At- 
lanta,. the musical. taste has rapidly 
developed, and many who.at first view- 
ed grand opera as a fad will attend 
andi “enjoy it for the music’s ‘sake. 
Atlanta has every*reason to feel proud 
of the manner in which she has aup- 
ported grand opera. Few cities in the 
country have been able to do what she 
has done without any apparent ef- 
fort. 

“Speaking of the guarantee fund, 
we received many voluntary subscrip- 
tions from out-of-town persons last 
year, and unquestionably will receive 
the Same this year.” 

Victor L. Smith, who returned from 
New York Sunday afternoon, the man 
who completed the final arrangements 
for this year’s operas, and who signed 
the contract in behalf of the Atlanta 
Festival Association, is enthusiastic 
over the prospects. He believes that 
1912 will mark an epoch in grand 
opera in the south, and that the show- 
ing made this year will encourage 
other southern cities to follow  At- 
lanta’s lead in 1913. 

The 1912 Operas. 

The 1912 operas follow. “Aida,” 
“Pagliacci,” “Faust,” “‘Trovatore,” “Bo- 
heme,’ “Rigoletto,” “Mona,” or “Tann- 
hauser.”’ Six of these have never 
before been heard in Atlanta. All are 
too famous to need description, and 
all are among the best in the reper- 
toire of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany. 

The leading stars, Caruso, 
pres. Jorn, Gadski, Homer, Scotti, 
mato, Rossi, and others, will be here. 
Atlanta Led the World. 
According to the manager of the 
Metropolitan Opera.,Company, the two 
seasons the company appeared in this 
city Atlanta led the world in financial 
returns for the number of perform- 

ances given. 

The success of 1910 was the direct 
cause of grand opera again appearing 
in the city in 191i, for the directors of 
the opera company were averse to con- 
sidering a second southern engagement 
following that of 1910, fearing that a 
second trip might not be so successful. 

A conversati between Clark How- 
ell, editor of Thé-Constitution, and Otto 
Kahn, manager of the grand opera 
company, at @ banquet to New York 
last winter, played a large part in #e- 
curing the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pan for Atlanta in 1911, according to 
Victor L. Smith. Mr, Kahn spoke glow- 
ingly of the appearance of the company 
in Atlanta, and said that when the sea- 
son of 1909-10 was ended and the re- 
ports consolidated the Georgia city led 
all the others, New York, Berlin, Paris, 
London included. He ended by stating

Guarantee Will Be Raised. 

| The guarantee fund, which has each 
year been fully subscribed to within a 
few days after being opened, will be 
opened immediately, and it is expected 
that within two days it will have been 
completed. Already a large number 
of prominent citizens have asked the 
association to enroll their names as 
subscribers, and the list will probably 
open with several thousand already 
subscribed. 

“Never before in the history of the 
United States,” said Victor L. Smith 
last night, “have there been seven 
grand opera performances in one week, 
Atlanta will hold a new record after 
April 27.” 

During the season in Atlanta for 1912 
it has ‘been sO arranged that the two 
most famous stars, Caruso and Farrar, 
will be heard by both night and mati- 
nee crowds. Caruso will appear three 
times, twice at night and once in the 
afternoon. Farrar will appear twice, 
perhaps more, but she will be seen at 
both a matinee and evening perform- 
ance. Farrar will sing Marguerite 
in “Faust,” and on Friday will appear 
in “Boheme.” She has never appeared 
in “Faust” here before. 

Had te Postpone Date. 

Caruso, in order to appear in Atlanta 
this spring, was compelled to request 
his manager that he be allowed to post- 
pone the date covered by a contract to 
appear in Eurépe, and this was granted. 
The postponed contract called for his 
appearance in either Paris or Berlin on 
the week of April 22, 

All the operas which will be heard in 
Atlanta are famous, with the exception 
of “Mona.” This, written for the $10,- 
000 contest recently held in New York, 
has, not yet been heard by the public, 
the presentation to come some time in 
Febpaary «~ March in the Metropolitan 
Opeta house, New York. |
